ALMosT simultaneous with the beginning 
of the proceedings against the freedom of the 
public Press in Memphis, by means of an 
attachment for contempt of court issued by 
oné Judge HUNTER against the proprietors of 
the AVALANCHE, a case was going on in 
Eogland involving similar principles, which 
the Court of Queen’s Bench and a special 
jury decided promptly upon the side of the|- 
Press, and against the assumption of author- 
ity to stifle its free utterances and contract its 
Jegitimate power to criticise official actions, 
and hold to public view the dishonest course 
of official men. ‘The New York Herald's 
London correspondent, under date of Decem- 
‘ber 21, 1867, turnishes the facts of the case 
and the conclusions of the Courtand jury. It 
appears that a Mr. RigBy Wason went before 
Paffiament with a petition in which he assert- 
ed thata former political opponent,Sir F1rzr’y 
KELLEY, who had just been appointed Lord 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer, had, “ upon 
the lith of April, 1835, pledged his honor asa 
gentieman to the truth of that which he knew 
. to be false, for the purpose of deceiving a 
committee of the House of Commons;’’ and 
he (WAS0N) prayed that a committee might 
‘be appointed to investigate thischarge. Ear] 
Russet presented the paper. His noble 
brethren were quick, sharp and decisive in 
their condemnation of both the language and 
motives of the petitioner. The London Times 
reported the speeches. Mr. Wason sued 
the London Zimes for libel, not for libel in 
publishing an incorrect and garbled report, 
but for libel in publishing the remarks at all. 
The case was conducted in the Court of the 
Queen’s Bench, the Lord Chief Justice of 
Eegiand charging the jury in a most lucid 
and exhaustive exposition of the case as pre- 
-g@nted on either side. The Chief Justice told 
the jury that it was shown that the report was 
“trothfal and fair,” aod if trathfal and fair, 
its publication by a newspaper was privileged.
